To  THE  Chairman  and  Members, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1952. 


The  Birth  Rate  was  16.1  compared  with  15.0  for  1951  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  9.4  compared  with  10.3.  On  page  23  will  be  found  a 
table  showing  comparitive  figures  for  England  and  Wales  together 
with  an  analysis  of  mortality  and  case  rates  for  certain  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  year. 

Details  of  the  Councirs  housing  activities  will  be  found  on 
page  9.  During  the  year  224  permianent  houses  were  completed  and 
work  was  in  progress  on  a  further  346  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
total  number  of  post-war  houses  completed  up  to  December  31st, 
1952  was  150  prefabricated  bungalows  and  1,496  permanent  houses. 
The  demand  for  houses  throughout  the  district  continues  to  be  very 
great. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  19.8 
remained  well  below  the  average  for  the  whole  country. 

Details  of  the  various  sewerage  schemes  approved  by  the 
Ministry'  will  be  found  on  pages  19  and  20.  Of  these  the  scheme  for 
Stanton-by-Bridge  has  been  completed  and  the  construction  of  the 
others  is  still  in  progress.  The  scheme  for  Dale  Abbey  which  had 
been  deposited  with  the  Ministry  was  not  allowed  to  proceed. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  fellow'  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  year.

An  important  6in.  diameter  link  main  was  installed  between 
Morley  and  Smalley  Common  ;  this  work  was  undertaken  on  account 
of  mining  rmbsidence  affecting  the  reservoir  at  Smalle^^  Common.

Peiro!  Supplies. 

19,200  gallons  of  motor  fuel  wei^e  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  Alarch,  1953.  There  are  two  pumps,  each  with  500  gal. 
storage  tank,  situated  one  at  Chaddesden  and  one  at  Melbourne. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

Statutory  action  under  Sec.  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year.  During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st 
A'larch,  1953,  15  new  waterclosets  were  provided  replacing  three 
privies  and  twelve  pail  closets. 

Very  few  conversons  are  outstanding  in  the  sewered  areas,  but 
the  completion  of  schemes  of  sewerage  which  are  now  in  progress 
will  result  in  an  increase  in  this  work.

A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage,  including  two  pumping  stations 
and  enlargement  of  the  existing  Chellaston  Disposal  Works. 

Commenced  May  1951  and  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 

year. 

2. — ELVASTON. 

Sewerage  of  the  three  hamlets  of  Elvaston,  Thulston  and 
Ambaston,  including  two  pumping  stations  and  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Ambaston. 

Commicnced  February  1951  and  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

3. -— MORLEY. 

(a)  Sewerage  of  Brackley  Gate  area  to  new  disposal  works. 

(b)  Sewerage  of  Church  Lane  area  to  new  disposal  works. 
Commenced  in  April  1952,  and  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of 

the  year. 
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4. — STANTON-BY-BRIDGE. 

Sewerage  of  the  Parish  to  a  new  pumping  station  discharging 
sewage  to  the  existing  Melbourne  sewerage  system,  with  additions  to 
the  existing  Melbourne  Disposal  Works. 

Completed  in  1951  and  closet  conversions  commenced. 

5. — SANDIACRE  AND  DISTRICT  REGIONAL  SCHEME. 

A  joint  scheme  of  isewerage  serving  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandi- 
acre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  including  two  pumping  stations 
at  Sandiacre  and  enlargement  of  the  Draycott  Disposal  Works.  The 
present  arrangement  whereby  sewage  from  Sandiacre  and  part  of 
Risley  is  treated  at  joint  disposal  works  at  Stapleford  is  to  be  discon¬ 
tinued. 

Commenced  January  1951  and  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  following  were  also  dealt  with  during  the  year  :  — 

ALVASTON  AND  BOULTON. 

524  yards  of  9in.  sewer  together  with  appurtenant  manholes  at 
Wyndham  Street  and  the  Derby  War  Memorial  Village  were  taken 
over  as  public  sewers. 

BREASTON  AND  DRAYCOTT. 

The  scheme  for  providing  new  pumping  stations  at  Wilsthorpe 
Road,  Breaston,  and  Sawley  Road,  Dr'aycott,  which  had  been  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  Ministry  in  1950  was  approved  during  the  year  and  tenders 
invited  for  the  work. 

81  yards  of  6in.  diameter  foul  sewer  and  one  manhole  were 
installed  at  Town  End  Road,  Breaston,  to  improve  the  sanitary 
facilities  at  a  block  of  houses. 

MELBOURNE. 

The  sewer  at  Ashby  Road  was  extended  by  the  construction 
of  63  yards  of  6in.  diameter  foul  sewer  and  one  manhole  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  new  housing  development. 

OCKBROOK. 

In  order  to  serve  new  housing  development  at  Cole  Lane  54  ' 
yards  of  6in.  diameter  foul  sewer  and  one  manhole  were  installed. 

SANDIACRE. 

The  provision  of  78  yards  of  9in.  diameter  foul  sewer  and  three 
manholes  at  Regent  Street,  in  replacement  of  a  defective  sewer,  was 
completed. 

STANLEY. 

A  defective  foul  sewer  off  Spencer  Street,  Smalley  Common, 
was  replaced  with  57  yands  of  new  6in.  diameter  foul  sewer  and  two 
manholes. 

Investigations  were  commenced  concerning  suspected  darrtage 
by  mining  subsidence  to  the  9in.  diameter  outfall  sewer  off  Station 
Road,  Stanley  and  were  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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GENERAL. 

New  sewers  were  laid  in  several  parts  of  the  district  as  part  of 
Council  housing  site  preparation. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Proceedings  were  brought  against  a  firm  of  Estate  Agents  in 
connection  with  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Statutory 
Notices  under  Sections  39,  45,  and  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
relative  to  the  repair  of  four  houses  at  BorrowaSh. 

The  work  was  actually  carried  out  on  the  eve  of  the  Court 
hearing  and  several  months  after  the  period  specified  in  the  notices  ; 
the  Magistrates  found  the  charges  proved  and  the  firm  ordered  to  pay 
a  total  of  £9/6/6d.  made  up  of  fine's,  costs,  and  Advocates’  fee. 

Statutory  Notices  under  Sections  39,  45  and  93  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  were  served  upon  the  Agents  for  five  houses  at 
Sandiacre  ;  the  work  required  was  not  carried  out  and  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  taken.  At  the  first  hearing  the  caseis  were  adjourned 
in  order  to  enable  the  Magistrates  to  consider  certain  legal  sub¬ 
missions  made  by  the  defendant,  but  the  calses  were  found  proved  at 
the  adjourned  hearing  and  the  firmi  fined  £l/0/0d.  on  each  of  five 
charges  and  ordered  to  pay  an  Advocates’  fee  of  £2/2/Od. 

The  Police  obtained  convictions  in  respect  of  cases  brought 
against  two  individuals  for  larcency  of  scrap  metal  from  the  refuse 

tip  at  Dale  Abbey.

Notice  of  Appeal  was  given  against  Statutory  Notices  served  in 
connection  with  the  supply  of  dustbins  to  three  houses  at  Breaston. 
The  hearing  was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Rodent  Control. 

Infestations  at  private  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year 
as  well  ais  systematic  treatments  of  the  refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and 
sewerage  systems.  The  cost  of  the  iservice  for  the  year  ending  March
